LONDON, Saturday, Dec. 26.—Christ- 
mas Eve and Christmas Day in London 
were probably more nearly normal than 
it: any of) thé: belligerent: capitals, al- 
though “Christmas. as. usual" was 
hardly the spirit ‘in which London in 
the present circumstances. of war and 
expectancy, celebrated the greatest of 
the Christian feasts, _The spirit of. the 
city was ‘cheerful, it. martial, and not 
customarily merry. _ 

A smoky Christthas “Hive” fog, ‘which 
by midnight drove many taxicabs from 
the street and forced late diners to 
haunt the hotel foyers, was followed by 
a dry, cold Christmas Day. Every 
Christmas activity at all of a public 
character recalled those who were fight- 
ing at sea or in the trenches or were 
home on the shortest of holiday leaves. 
Typical designs relating to war were 


»{ printed on the-menu cards of many of 


the hotels,- and. martial and : national 
music exclided even the season’s rag- 
time, and at every table toasts were 
drunk to friends or ‘relatives in the 
army or navy. 

Parties in which officers from the 
front or. the training camps were being 
entertained furnished life and style to 
the cafés and hotels. But those officers 
who could get to London for the Christ- 
mas week-end were told when it was 
granted to them:.- “ You are not on 
Christmas leave; you are-on leave.” 

The theatres, hotel supper rooms and 
later the dancing floor of the -fashion- 
able night clubs were packed on Christ- 
mas Eve, although there was no exten- 
sion of the 10 o'clock law in regard to 
the sale of intoxicating liquors. 

Christmas afternoon there were large 
Christmas trees in most of the import- 
aut hotels, but the hotel managers in 
planning their entertainments felt se- 
verely the ‘absence of the usual Ameri- 
can guests.

The success reported in East Prussia 
is confirmed by the gencral flight of 
the population into the interior of Gor- 
many. 

The capture of a section of field rail- 
way at Przsmysl is supposed to be a 
severe blow to the besieged fortress, as 
including the capture of the fortifica- 
tions protecting it. 

By extraordinary efforts the Germans 
are drawing upward of 1,000,000 mon 
to the Russian front, and this may be 
influenced by the desire to take War- 
saw. The purpose of the intensive 
battles near Warsaw is to divert the 
Russians from East Prussia and chiefly 


to prevent their passage to Silesia and 
Moravia. The present calm near Cracow 
probably conceals preparations for most 
mportant battles.

But Reconnolssances Are Not Uni- 
form in Quality and Depend

“They are: broadly,’ he says; “‘recon- 
noissance, whether it be by, cavalry, in- 
fantry, or both; by motor cycle or air- 
craft; the employment ‘of spies, of, 
as they are more pleasantly called, 
‘agents,’ and the collection of such 4n- 
formation as can be gained from an in- 
spection of the uniforms worn by the 
dead or by prisoners, and from .the 
papers carried by or the Crose-examninn® 
tion of the latter. 

“The employment of agents is on occa- 
sion the most wholesale way in which 
intelligence can be gained, and at its 
best it furnishes a broader basis upon 
which to build than the others. The 
work of such persons does not always 
depend on the accuracy of vision of an 


individual, which is a very variable | th 


quality, but is often established on 
statemerits of facts produced with the 
greatest care by the enemy for his éwn

' “4 CITIZENRY TRAINED.” 

Let us remind ourselves, therefore, 
of the only thing we can do or will do. 
‘We must depend in every time of na- 
tional peril, in. the future as in the 
past, not upon a standing army, nor 
‘yet upon a reBerve army, but upon a 
citizenry trained’ and accustomed to 
arms.—President Winson. ‘ 

Here is a very comprehensive and 
far-reaching proposal for national 
defense. . Taken literally, it may be 
said that no nation does, or will, or 
can do more than provide for “a citi- 
“genry trained. and accustomed to 
“arms.” The distinction implied by 
President. WiLson between such pro- 
vision and “a standing army” as a 
“reserve army” is more apparent 
than real. Germany today relies on 
“a citizenry trained to arms.” The 
difference between the German sys- 
tem and that involved in the Presi- 
dent’s statement is oné of degree only. 
The practical question raised by Mr. 
Witson is how much and what kind of 
training to arms shall be given, to how 
large a part of our people it shall be 
given,.and under what conditions. 

The last point is the most important.

ing even of a limited sort. That may, 
indeed, be regarded as a rational ulti- 
mate goal.

burned to death trying to pick up dia-. 


imonds, which a fire hose stream had 
splashed out of the diamond. case in 
his*shop at 118 East Fifty-ninth Street, 
which he had kept open for business 
despite Christmas. 

The frightful burns which Schultz re- 
ceived in his first rush into the flames 
‘did not ‘reconcile him to the loss of his 
stock. He was taken to the Orthopedic 
Hospital a block away, to have his 
burns dressed, but a few minutes later 
policenien caugat him with h.s heaa 
swathed in bandages, racing toward the 
‘burning snop. 

Schuitz was sent to the Flower Hospi- 
tal in charge of an ambulance surgeon, 
‘who had special! instructions to see that 
he did not get away, as his mind‘ was 
clearly deranged by the sudden disaster 
which the fire. brought to him. The 
burns on his hands, arms, and face, 
which he received in his first invasion of 
‘the fire, were said be serious and 
‘very painful.. Firemen Who saw him en- 
ter. saved him from being burned = to 
death by concentrating the flow of four 
lines of hose upon him until other fire- 
men could force him back to the street. 

The fire destroyed Schultz’s shop and 
his living quarters at the rear, with an 
estimated loss of .$3,000. Mr. and Mrs. 
Schultz discovered the fire while they 
were. eating dinner at 7 o’clock in the 
dining room back of the store. Mr, 
Schultz sent in an alarm, while Mrs. 
Schultz tried to pick up some of the 
uables nearest to her, but the flames 
drove her from the place before she 
reached the show case in which the dia- 
monds and jewelry were kept. It was 
when Schultz saw the fire streams 
breaking the show cases that he fought 
os way past the policemen on the fire 

nes.
